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MANUSCRIPT SUBMISSION TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


Submitted manuscripts must not have been published 
before. In addition, the author must provide a written 
statement which as-sures that their manuscript has not 
been previously published or is under consideration for 
publication elsewhere. This assurance will be part of a 
written contract that is signed by both author and the 
publisher once said manuscript is accepted for 
publication. 


MANUSCRIPT HANDOVER TO PRODUCTION 


For manuscripts that have been previously published but 
with contracts which have lapsed, the author is required 
to produce copies of these contracts upon delivery of their 
manuscripts. 


e The author(s) should submit their complete and 
finalised manuscript in BOTH hard copy (paper) and 
soft copy (electronic). Soft copies of said manuscript 
must be sent as a PDF file (.pdf) AND a RICH TEXT 
FORMAT file (.rtf). 


e The author should fill in a Manuscript Submission 
Form at the time of the final manuscript delivery.
